On Sunday laft the Queen Carolina, Capt. Birk- | 
head, atriv’d in the Downs, on Account of the Eaft 
India Company, from Bencoolen, She brings Advice 
that the Anglefea, Capr. StudhaJm, bound.from Lon- 
don and Bombay to Bengal, was beat to Pieces on 
the Coaft of Malabar. The King William, Capt. 
Sanders, from Mocha, and the Beaufort, Capt. Ste- 
vens, from Fort St. George, were both left well at 
St. Helena, and were to fail for London in a few 
Days after Capt. Birkhead. 

We have the following well-attefted Account 
from Frazersburgh, that upon Monday the 3oth of 
April, after a thick Fog was difpell’d, they per- 
ceiv’d, at about the Diftance of two Miles from the 
Shore, a large Ship without Mafts or Rigging, ex- 
cept a fmall Part of the Foremaft. This engag'd the 
Ship-mafters of the Place, and other well-difpos'd 
People, to ufe all poffible Diligence to give timely 
Affiltance ; and haying mann‘d feveral Boats, made 
to the Veffel, bur, to their Surprize, found her en- 
tirely deferted, and what became of the Crew remains 
a Secret. As they went on a good Defiga,, thy re- 
foly'd to take all proper Methods for preferving what 
was valuable, tilt claim’ by the right Owners, but 
were hinder’d by the barbarous Behaviour of a Num- 
ber of Fifhermen, that came with a View of en- 
riching themfelves by the Wreck. Thefe mean 
Wrercnes thought her a good Prize, and fell on 
furioufly to plunder and carry off in their Boats what- 
ever was portable. On this the Townfmen return’d, 
but were not long before they came back with a 
Party of Soldiers, who had near come to Blows 
with the rude Fifhermen before they could get 
aboard ; but having, with Difficulty, got them drove 
away, they hoifted fomething like a Sail on the broken 
Foremaft, and towards Night gor the Vefiel broughr 
near the Shore. On Examination they find fhe is 
called the Felton, belongs toTpfwich, and is loaded 
with Timb-r from Norway ; fhe is reckon’d of about 
400 Tons Burthen, and draws 24 Foot Water. This 
makes it impoffible to fecure her in the Harbour, 
as it is feldom of fuch a Depth ; fhe now lies on the 
Sand. The Lord Salron, who is Superior of Fra- 
fersburgh, aflifts very generoufly in fecuring the Goods, 
and fet a Guard of Soldiers co prevent Pilfering.
